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THE NECESSITY FOR THE SEGAL LOCK 


In the year 1912, Mr. Samuel Segal, of the Segal Lock & Hardware Co., had occasion to observe the 
appalling growth of the number of burglaries in the City of New York. Investigation proved that about 
90% of all burglaries were committed by the simple and obvious means of prying doors open. There was 
no lock on the market really proof against the burglar’s jimmy. The reason was that all locks then made 
had horizontal bolts entering open strikes or keepers, thus affording no real protection against the forcing 
of the door away from the jamb. Moreover, natural shrinkage and the warping of the door in the course 
of time had the effect of drawing the bolt away from the strike or keeper. This made the problem of the 


burglar simpler still. 


Further investigation led to the discovery that burglars never tried to jimmy the hinge side of the 
door, but always attacked the lock fastening. As a matter of fact, the hinge cannot be pried apart, because 
it has an interlocking construction held together by a vertical bolt. The hinge gave Mr. Segal a hint of the 


kind of lock that would keep the intruder out. 


The Segal Lock, built on the principle of a hinge, was the result. The bolts operate vertically, exactly 
as in a hinge, except that it is operated by key and cylinder. The bolts go right through the bronze 
strike, just as the pin does through the knuckles of the hinge, thus positively interlocking the door and jamb 


securely together, so that they cannot be forced apart and are proof against the jimmy of the burglar. 


Since the introduction of the Segal Lock upon the market consumers have come fo realize that the 
function of a good lock is not merely for érament nor for the purpose of keeping the door closed, but for 


the purpose of locking it and having it stay locked in time of danger.

INTRODUCTION 


The Segal line of padlocks covers all but a few of the types of padlocks now in general use. The 
average user of padlocks is certain to find in this book the one lock that will best suit his needs. The 
hardware dealer will be able to select from the Segal line a stock for his shelves that will offer sufficient 


variety without tying up too much of his money. 


As is the case with all hardware, padlocks vary greatly both in quality and in price, and the price 
can usually be taken as a fair indication of the worth of the padlock. A cast bronze or extruded brass 
padlock with a good pin tumbler mechanism will cost the buyer far more than an iron padlock with a 
warded mechanism. But the cast bronze, pin tumbler lock will give far greater security at all times and 


will be in service years after the iron lock has been discarded. 


Padlocks should be chosen according to the conditions of the use. When security is the sole con- 
sideration a pin tumbler lock should be chosen, preferably one with a case hardened and double locking 
shackle. When the lock is to be used on a boat or at the seashore or any place where the climatic conditions 
are favorable to the rusting of ferrous metals, an all bronze or brass padlock should be chosen. Padlocks 
of die cast metal and of disc tumbler mechanism will give satisfactory service under normal circumstances 
and they can be recommended in many cases where price will be the deciding factor. Warded padlocks 
offer only poor security and should be used only when the purpose of the padlock is merely to discourage 


curiosity. 


NEVER USE OIL TO LUBRICATE A PIN TUMBLER PADLOCK. These padlocks may be lubricated with 


a fine powdered graphite.
